Vladivostok. Jan. 26.—Belated.-*- 
Three hundred Russian’ Government 
troops revolted here yesterday, ar¬ 
rested their officers and refused to 
take orders from Government au¬ 
thorities.

London, Jan. 31.—General Nicholas 
Tudenitch, commander of the Rus¬ 
sian Northwest army In the offensive 
last Fall against Petrograd. whose 
arrest was reported here 111 advices 
from Reval, l* Bald In semi-official 
quarters to have been released. 

Private advices from Reval aay 
General Yudenltch was released a a a 
result of pressure exerted by French 
and British authorities there. Every- ] 
thing is reporfted quiet at Reval. 

The arrest of General Yudenltch by 
General BaJakovltch. a former officer 
of the Northwestern army, was a 
personal affair growing out of Bal- 
akovltch’s animosity toward his old 
chief, according to diplomatic ad¬ 
vices. Balakovitch has no official 
status, and Is merely a member of 
the recently disbanded Northwestern 
army. 

Balakovitch la said to be a Russian 
adventurer, who formerly served in 
the Bolshevik! army. When Yude* 
nitch was preparing hla drive against 
Petrograd, Balakovitch deserted the 
Reds with 6.000 men add Joined the 
Northwestern army. 

It is stated he began to try to 
undermine the position of Yudenltch 
by representing to the Esthonlans 
that Yudenltch was a reactionary. 
Apparently the feud between the two 
generals grew up as a result of this. 
Since the dismemberment of the 
Northwestern army Balakovitch has 
surrounded himself with a number 
of hla followers.

TWO MINISTERS DISAGREE 


The refusal of the Dominion Gpvernment to 
approve of the scheme of oo-operative shipbuild¬ 
ing as proposed by a local company is surprising 
and disappointing in view of the attitude origin¬ 
ally assumed by Sir Henry Drayton, Minister of 
Finance, towards this enterprise. Both here and 
at Ottawa that Minister expressed his approval 
of. the project and'members of the shipbuilding 
deputation, on leaving the capital, certainly had 
no reason to apprehend that the Government 
would throw cold water on it. It is quite ap¬ 
parent that the Government has been influenced 
by opposition which has developed since that 
time and which has been sufficiently strong to 
carry a majority of the Cabinet against the views 
of the Minister of Finance. We have heard the 
report that Hon. G. Robertson, Minister of Labor, 
who was not in Ottawa when the original ar¬ 
rangement was made, opposed the co-operative 
idea in deference to the views of certain people 
who objected that the scheme would involve the 
operation of the yards on the “open-shop” plan, 
and take them from Union control. In 
any case the Government should have made 
good the attitude of the Minister of Finance, no 
matter what Senator Robertson’s opposition may 
have been, since it was, on the strength of that 
attitude that the scheme was launched here and 
satisfactory progress made with it.

One of the most important mea¬ 
sures to come from the Department 
of Public Works during the present 
session will be an addition to the 
British Columbia Highways Act 
The general design of the bill will be 
to establish a system of definite co¬ 
operation between the municipalities 
and the Government in the matter of 
highways in general.

_not being shown by the students of Vic¬ 
toria in the Provincial University, why so many 
of them go far afield for their university train¬ 
ing! Yet this is what was predicted would oc¬ 
cur if the two-year course were eliminated from 
this city, and it would have been a poor 
psychologist and economist indeed who 
could not safely have ventured that pre¬ 
diction. If the University of British 
Columbia—whieh, be it remembered, is au in¬ 
fant institution in a sparsely settled Province 
that has not yet developed a university senti¬ 
ment, interest or tradition—is to flourish, -there 
must exist on the part of the general public, par¬ 
ticularly on the part of taxpayers and students, 
a reasonably intimate personal interest in it. This 
cannot be produced by the concentration of uni¬ 
versity training in one locality to the exclusion of 
affiliated associations in any of the other com¬ 
munities. It can be produced only by the creation 
of fresh centres of university interest. 

The foregoing is suggested by the idea that in 
the minds of the University authorities there 
may lurk the suspicion that behind this agitation 
.for the two-year affiliated course here is some sin¬ 
ister motive, possibly one to cripple the British 
Columbia University or to establish a rival insti¬ 
tution on Vancouver Island. Such suspicion, if it 
exists, is groundless. We want to see the Uni¬ 
versity prosper, to see our students contribute 
to that prosperity by obtaining their university 
training thfre, and there could not be a more ef¬ 
fective factor in bringing this about, than by es¬ 
tablishing a direct connection—sentimental and 
scholastic—between them and the University by 
means of a two-year affiliated course in their 
home city. Nobody who desired to limit the use¬ 
fulness of the British Columbia University or re¬ 
strict its development would proceed in the way 
of this particular agitation.

Republican Flags Ignored. 

Dublin, Jan. 31.—It appeared last 
night that the Government had 
ignored the hoisting of republican 
fiagH on the city hail at the initial 
meeting of the new municipal coun¬ 
cil which is made up mostly of Sinn 
Feiners. The corporation officials 
say the flag was flown on the build¬ 
ing without their authority. 

The feature of the council meeting 
was the complete domination of the 
body by the republicans, the temper 
of the participants being manifested 
by angry protests at the town clerk’s 
disqualification of Mrs. Wyse Power, 
who w'as elected to the municipal 
council, because she insisted on sign¬ 
ing the roll in Gaelic. About half 
the members of the council answered 
the roll in Gaelic. 

A motion by the Irish Transport 
Workers" representative, O'Brien, to 
remove the sword and mace on the 
ground that they were implements 
of feudal authority, relics of bar¬ 
barism and perpetual symbols of 
servitude, raised an awkward ques¬ 
tion, because, acceptance of the 
motion- would mean repudiation of 
the traditional authority of the coun¬ 
cil, which rests on British charters 
and British Act of Parliament. 

The situation was saved by Aider- 
man William T. Cosgrove, a Sinn 
Fein member of the House of Com¬ 
mons, upon whose request - the re¬ 
solution was withdrawn. It will be 
raised again and the question 
whether the council means to con¬ 
tinue municipal work or use the re¬ 
sults of the elections solely for politi¬ 
cal action will be determined. The 
Sinn Feiners are said to be divided 
on this point, but in political circles 
it is said the council will settle down 
to business and obey such British 
regulations as are inevitable. 

« In Wormwood Scrubbs. 

The new Lord Mayor, Tom Kelly, 
who is in Wormwood Scrubbs prison, ! 
will not be compelled to take anj» 
oath and it la one of the humors of 
the situation that under the charter 
of Charles I., he becomes nominally 
a captain in the British army. Aider- 
man Cosgrove probably will be ap¬ 
pointed to fill the lord mayoralty as 
Kelly's deputy while he Is in prison. 
The refusal of the council to appoint : 
a sheriff because this would neces¬ 
sitate swearing allegiance to the 
King, is immaterial as the co-opera¬ 
tion of the council, is not essential 
to the appointment of a sheriff.

If any doubt exists in the mim l of any people 
as to the relative parts played in the war by the 
various Allied nations a cursory glance at the 
latest compilation of figures by British statisti¬ 
cians should dispel it once and for all. While 
there is nothing very fresh in the newest tabula¬ 
tion, it serves to show the magnificent response 
of Great Britain and the Dominions. More than 
eight and a half million men were employed by 
the British Empire in many war theatres. Out 
of this number Canada is accredited with 640,886 
effectives. The contribution of the United States 
is estimated at 2,000,000 men, while the total 
British casualties in killed, missing or prisoners 
and wounded reaches the colossal figure of 
2,447,181. Moreover, it is pointed out that 80,000 
of the Empire’s fighting men were employed in 
Italy and at least 400,000 in the eastern theatres. 
Thus did the British Commonwealth take the 
lion’s share in defeating the Hun.

"(1) No discrimination whatever 
will be made against any man. nor 
permitted to be made, on account of 
his citizenship, his political affiliation, 
his religious beliefs or his affiliation 
or non-affiliation with any lawful or¬ 
ganization whatsoever. 

"(2) 'The open shop' principle is 
adopted and will be maintained. This 
means that no discrimination will be 
shown, either by employer or em¬ 
ployee. against uny man who is law- 
abiding and who is capable and will¬ 
ing to fill his job. 

"(3) Suggestions from employees 
will be welcomed at all times, and 
will receive full consideration, bat no 
suggestion „ or demand originating 
outside of our own camp will be con¬ 
sidered. 

"(4) Men who do not honor and re¬ 
spect the laws and constituted au¬ 
thority of the Dominion of Canada 
and the Province of British Columbia, 
and who are not ready to uphold such 
laws und authority at all times, are 
not desired, and will not be tolerated 
in the camps. 

"(5) It is the wish and expectation 
of the management to work at all 
times In perfect harmony and good 
fellowship with the men. and to meet 
them in a spirit of equity and fair¬ 
ness. 

"(6). It is hoped that all em¬ 
ployees will recognize the fairness 
of the foregoing principles and will 
give cheerful approval thereto, so 
that the relations between employer 
and employee will he those of real 
co-workers and result in accomplish¬ 
ments of which all may feel proud, 
j and furthermore will l»e to the 
material betterment of all con¬ 
cerned."

the Province. Logging operators 
claim that the demands of the men 
were in many cases quite out of the 
question and that their action has 
raised the price of logs, and conse¬ 
quently the price of lumber. 

In many of the camps, it is claim¬ 
ed. the men demanded that a certain 
number of different meats, vegetables 
should be served at each meal; that 
certain kind of beds Should be pro¬ 
vided; that shower baths should be 
installed; that clean pillow cases 
should bp supplied by the company 
and so forth. The demands of course 
differed in different camps, and in 
many cases provoked strikes. Indeed, 
the logging industry on the Island 
particularly suffered severely last 
Summer from continual walk outs. 
It is the claim of the operators that 
the Union simply delivered an ulti¬ 
matum which could not be consider¬ 
ed, and that they had to take definite 
action to meet the situation. 

After Monday the operators will 
hire their men through an employ¬ 
ment office conducted by the B. C. 
lagging Association.

“And whereas. It Is Imperative that | 
some solution of this difficult prob- | 
lem be arrived at In the near future. 

“And whereas, this might be ac¬ 
complished by a full and open dis¬ 
cussion * by. the parties directly re¬ 
sponsible for the maintenance of 
proper and sufficient hospital ac¬ 
commodation. 

“Therefore, be it resolved, that His 
Worship the Mayor be requested to 
call a Joint meeting of representa¬ 
tives of the Provincial Government, 
the directors of the Jubilee Hospital 
arid the City Council for the purpose 
of discussing and formulating some 
measure of relief."

The first market dealt with Is the 
British West Indies. Trade with 
this market has been greatly helped 
by an agreement arranged in 1913 s 
giving 'most Canadian goods a tariff 
preference of twenty per cent. There 
Is no question but that the time 
Is ripe for greatly increased business 
with these islands. A notable In- | 
crease has been shown for some 
years, particularly in flour. 

Trinidad, the largest Island, pro¬ 
duces many things that Canada 
needs, notably asphalt,- sugar, and 
cocoanuts. A few years ago Trinidad 
imported moat of Its flour from the 
United States, but since 1913 customs 
reports show an ever-increasing 
transference of this business to Can¬ 
ada.

Studebaker President Gives 
His Views on Future of 
Motpr Industry 


(By A. R. E rekino, President, Stude¬ 
baker Corporation). 

The records show there are 6,500,-- 
000 automobiles and trucks In uae in 
the United States. In the next ten 
years the number undoubtedly will 
exceed 15,000,000. License fees and 
taxes paid in the forty -eight states 
now approach $100,000,000 anually. 
Federal a^id state highway laws and 
bond issues provide for great expan¬ 
sions of roads and highways costing 
hundreds of millions for some years 
to come. The United States is mo¬ 
torised and the horse is gone, except 
in rural regions. 

Transportation in the World War 
was motorized to a large extent by 
American cars and tru'eka which 
made good and brought acknowledg¬ 
ment from all of the armies and 
Europeans generally of their equality 
to the best standards of European 
cars. No longer is the American car 
referred to slightingly in foreign 
countries. Europeans admit that in 
design, quality and performance our 
cars ar& as good as their own, and 
in support of their opinion they are 
incorporating a number of American 
ideas in their post-war designs. At 
present the number of care and 
trucks in use in the United States is 
about four times the total number in 
use* in Europe and all other foreign 
countries combined. 

Third Industry. 

The automobile industry In the 
United States, now ranking as the 
third largest industry, is in an ex¬ 
tremely favorable position to export 
cars and trucks to all markets of the 
world, and, in fact it must depend 
on these markets to take its surplus 
production when normal conditions 
are resumed, if it is to operate at 
maximum capacity, which is now 
estimated at 3,000,000 care per an r 
num. Great are the possibilities of 
the export markets, because in time 
all civilized countries will be mo¬ 
torized as we are. American cars 
will predominate everywhere in this 
gxpat evolution of modern times. 

It hardly seems necessary to say 
anything about the domestic demand 
for automobiles, because it is ap¬ 
parent that such demand is contin¬ 
uous and incessant, with a constant 
upward tendency as population in¬ 
creases and good roads are opened. 
The normal replacement of worn-out 
cars is about one million cars per an¬ 
num at the present time, to which 
must be added the demand from peo¬ 
ple who buy a new car every year or 
two and dispose of their old ones. 
These second-hand care are easily 
marketed, as a rule, and many of 
them are exported.

Cost Will Be Lower and 
Larger Territory 
Served 


American manufacturers have 
practically controled the South Afri¬ 
can automobile market for the past 
four years. 


Detroit, Jan. 31.—Henry Ford’s 
gasoline street car may be the solu¬ 
tion to Detroit's transportation prob¬ 
lem. 

In sending .to the city council a 
message asking an ordinance for a 
bond issue of $15,000,000 to establish 
a street car -system to be voted on 
by citizens in April, Mayor James 
Couzens declared it was possible the 
Ford car could be used. Experiments 
have proved the gas car no longer is 
a dream anil Ford submitted figures 
to the mayor showing an annual sav¬ 
ing in operating cost of $909,647, on 
the present mileage basis by the uae 
of his car. 

Ford's figures show that the cost 
of operation of the gasoline-driven 
car would be 31.41 cents a car mile 
whereas the figures submitted by the 
company for operating the present 
electric system were 33.08 a car mile. 
Mayor Couzens also told the council 
in his message the original cost of 
the gasoline car would be 50 per cent 
less than that of the cars equipped 
for electrical operation. 

Passage of the ordinance Is certain 
and ratification by an overwhelming 
vote, is assured the plan for the mu¬ 
nicipally-owned system, which will 
relieve present congestion and serve 
wide territory now without street 
care. Th£ consensus appears to fa¬ 
vor givlifg the Ford gas car a trial 
though that question will be left‘until 
after the election.

Motor Has Brought Scattered 
Communities in Touch With 
Big Centres 


Several .years ago the Goodyear 
Tire and Rubber Company sent rep¬ 
resentatives to investigate rubber 
plantations In Sumatra, with the 
idea of protecting Its rubber supply 
back to the tree, through the estab¬ 
lishment of her own plantations. 

The company now owns a conces¬ 
sion of 20,000 acres near the city of 
Medan. Sumatra, where the prob¬ 
lems of growing rubber for her mul¬ 
titudinous needs are being worked 
out. A portion of the plantation was 
already planted and producing when 
purchased. About 5,000 acres are 
now furnishing robb'er which Is con¬ 
stantly coining to the factory at 
Akron. 

The plantation Is divided' Into six 
parts, each approximately 3,000 acres 
and having its own manager. Ex¬ 
cept the small portion that had al¬ 
ready been planted, clearing off the 
thicket was necessary before any¬ 
thing else could be done. Thirteen 
hundred coolies were put to clear 
out the vines and undergrowth, then 
to fell the trees. 1 In this work the 
Chinese coolies are used for the 
heavy work and the natives for the 
tasks that do not demand quite so 
much muscle. 

Preparing Plantation. 

However, felling the thicket and 
clearing away the underbrush, pre¬ 
paratory to planting the young rub¬ 
ber trees, is but a small part of the 
wortc, for good roads must be built 
that all parts of the plantation may 
be reached easily and quickly. Then 
after the land has been cleared the 
big steam tractor is put to work 
ploughing. This is d^ne to a depth 
of about eighteen inches. Twenty 
acres can be ploughed in a day with 
a tractor, 250 coolies can plough three 
acres” in the same time. The tractor 
is' also used in pulling out the large 
8 tumps. 

Labor troubles are practically un¬ 
known. for 20 cents a day and a rea¬ 
sonable shelter keep the coolies con¬ 
tented. Coal shortages and high 
prices haye few terrors in a land

New York, Jan. 31.—Contrary to 
all expectations of manufacturers, £| 
dealers and the public, the greatest 
shortage of motor cars which has 
yet been experienced In the history 
of the Industry is likely to develop 
gt the very time when cars will be ^ 
most In demand. This is the predlc- b 
tion of Edward S. Jordan, president d 
of the Jordan Motor Car Company, b 
Inc., who, since his return from | t 
Europe has made a survey of the J 
American production and sales situa- n 
tlon In the Interests of his own or- ° 
g&nis&tlon. 

“Six months ago it looked as b 
though the greatest difficulties in n 
production would be surmounted be- ® 
fore the first of the year, and the »' 
first Bix months of 1920 would find ® 
all the factories in the industry go- *J 
Ing at top speed. This hope can ' 
never be realized. The chief ob- * 
stacle to production, created by the 1 
steel strike, will be encountered in 
the second quarter of 1920. 

“The production of steel at present J 
is hardly in excess of GO per cent of 1 
the capacity, and the manufacturers 
are rapidly using up the excess over 
and above. production which they | 
found in the reserve stocks which 
had been accumulated at a premium, 
and they will be hardly sufficient to 
take care of-the first three months’ 
production. 

Plate Glass Shortage. 

"After that time we may expect to 
have even more difficulty in getting 
steel, until the production schedules 
of the steel plants are materially In¬ 
creased. Tljis means that an increase 
in production above the present 
manufacturing schedules must be ac¬ 
complished in the first three months 
of the year by accumulating all 
available supplies. 

“Another serious handicap In fil¬ 
ling the motor car demand is the 
acute shortage of plate glass. This 
shortage is brought about by a di¬ 
versity of causes. The story of its 
importance was related to Mr. Jor¬ 
dan by an official of the largest glass 
producers In America while riding 
in a motor car over the battlefields 
of France a month or so ago. 

“ 'We never anticipated,’ said this 
man, ’what a tremendous demand 
for.glass would develop after the war. 
In addition to the regular demand 
for building purposes, the automobile 
industry, in response to the tremen¬ 
dous car demand, has placed a bur¬ 
den upon the glass producers which it 
will be Impossible for them to meet 
for months, to come. 

Body Hardware Scarce. 

“..‘Tlnid was when we sold glass 
only to windshield manufacturers, 
with only a small quantity going to 
the makers of closed cars. 

‘"The Introduction of the plate 
glass In the rear of the top of nearly 
all motor cars has created a demand 
which Is enormous, while the effort 
to meet the demand for closed cars- 
has absolutely swamped the glass- 
makers.' 

“Then, too, the labor unrest is byt 
one symptom of the 'case of nerves’ 
which afflicted the country and from 
which we as a nation have not fully 
recovered. 

“There are a number of other dif¬ 
ficulties among which might be men¬ 
tioned the shortage in closed cars 
hardware, which Is produced in com¬ 
paratively small quantities by only 
a few companies."

Improved Motor Devised for 
Many of Most Popular Cars 
and Trucks

Buffalo, Jan. 31.—Cost of main¬ 
taining New York State’s roads has 
Increased In three years from $4,000.- 
000 to $ 15 , 000,000 annually, It Is esti¬ 
mated by the state highway depart¬ 
ment. Efforts are being made by 
state automobile clubs and city offi¬ 
cials to have permanent funds pro¬ 
vided for upkeep before the pro¬ 
ceeds of a $100,000,000 bond issue set 
aside for this purpose several years 
ago are exhausted.

• Boston. Jan. 31.—From Boston to 
the Canadian boreer and return, 
distance of 1,013 miles in 32 hours 
with the thermometer flirting with 
zero is the record Just hung up here 
by an Essex car. Nine drivers 
handled the car In relays, aqd news¬ 
paper men acted as observers. The 
temperature ranged from 5 above to 
20 below during the run, and-Fred E.

C. R. Hall on the Bangor relay froze 
three fingers. 

The car left Boston Monday night 
and whirled along through Massa¬ 
chusetts to Portsmouth, across New 
Hampshire and into Maine. The 
roads were slippery with snow, while 
patches of ice loomed up here and 
there, and there were many ruts 
frozen hard five and six inches deep. 
From Bangor north the highways 
got steadily worse and the cold be 
came bitter. 

The drivers kept the car going up 
through the potato country of 
Presque IbJo and then on to Ft. Kent, 
reaching there Tuesday afternoon. 
That was the turning point. Back 
they came over the Sams' route 
through snowdrifts piled up by the 
wind. At Portland the fdur chains 
were removed and despite the fact 
that there was some snow on the 
ground the car was driven on some 
stretches from 65 to 70 miles an hour.

TELLS HO* TRACTOR 
SOLVES PROBLEM OF 
MORE ACRES PER MAN 


Greater Production at Lower 
Cost Now Attainable Only 
By Motorization 


(By Alfred Carmichael, Pscifio Trao- 
tor Co, Belmont Houee). 

More acres per man. 

That is the crying need of British 
Columbia farms to-day^ and while 
the number of acres cultivated has 
Increased enormously, each calcula¬ 
tion has shown a decreased number 
of men working on farms. In pro¬ 
portion to the number of acres tilled. 

\frhile modem farm implements, 
horse operated, have increased the 
amount of work that man can do on 
the farm, the Increased cost of horses 
and feed, and the growing scarcity of 
farm labor, have compelled farmers 
to look for some method of still 
further increasing the number of 
farm acres one man can handle. This 
combination of circumstances is re¬ 
sponsible for the farm tractor, which 
has again Increased the output per 
man, and makes farming more profit¬ 
able. Not only can more work be 
done at a lower cost per acre with 
the right tractor, but better work 
can be done. The first thing you will 
think of to vise a tractor for Is plow¬ 
ing. but don’t stop there. If your 
tractor is to be a profit maker for 
you, it must do much more than plow 
—it must be able to do practically all 
the work around in the farm that yqu 
have been In the habit of doing with 
horses, and do it better and moro 
cheaply. 

Does All 8orts of Work. 

Besides doing your plowing, bar¬ 
rowing, haying and harvesting, it 
must be able to do your hauling and 
belt work, and It must work In all 
sorts of soil on side hills and grades, 
as well as on level fields. The big 
tractor Job on the farm is plowing, 
most tractors will plow, but there is 
a big difference In plowing. The 
tractor that only moves along at one 
and a half or two miles an hour 
seldom does a good Job at plowing. 
Hundreds of tests have proved con¬ 
clusively that the best plowing is 
done at a speed of from three to three 
and a half miles an hour. At this 
rate you will see the soil broken up, 
and the furrows turned clean over, 
and you will find & very few air 
spaces at the bottom of the furrow. 

The fanner purchasing a tractor 
should be careful to see that the 
tractor he is contemplating on does 
not run with one wheel down in the 
furrow, which means that It tips 
over on one side with all the weight 
on one wheel bearing, which means 
that It is mighty hard on the bear¬ 
ing and the wheels, and in fact on 
the whole tractor, and also that the 
wheel In the bottom of the furrow 
packs the soil and creates a pan un¬ 
der the furrow that Is always In¬ 
jurious to the tiny roots that strike 
down seeking moisture. 

On Hilly Work. 

If the plowing to bo done Is on 
side hills and grades, the big heavy 
tractor, all wheel type tractors, and 
tractors with the bulk of their weight 
high above the ground, are bound to 
give trouble. This has been demon¬ 
strated at the big tractor demonstra¬ 
tions. It would be better If your 
farm is rolling or hilly not to take 
any chances—save yourself at once 
a lot a grief by installing a tractor 
which Is low on the ground, and of 
the track laying kind. One of the 
biggest features when purchasing a 
tractor is to be sure that the tractor 
is so built that it can work in sandy, 
soft or wet ground—this Is the most 
trying tractor test, and where most 
|*tractors fall short. 

Again the track laying tractor Is 
the best, as its weight, resting on a 
track surface, spreads over a consid¬ 
erable number of square inches, 
which will mean that the ground 
pressure on each square inch is only 
a few pounds, and it stands to reason 
that tractors with wheels must have 
a great deal more ground pressure 
per square Inch, as they have not got 
the track surfacb. An Illustration of 
this is the man on snowshoee, who 
can walk on the top of soft snow, 
where a man on foot would sink. It 
can easily be seen, therefore, that the 
tractor whose weight is spread over 
the greatest amount of ground sur¬ 
face is the one that you can use 
earlier In the Spring and later in 
the Fall, with no chance of It miring. 
Advantage Over Horee. 

As compared with horses, remem¬ 
ber that the tractor plowing means 
seven to eight-inch depth, and from 
eight to ten acres in a ten-hour day, 
or plowing for twenty-four hours a 
day if necessary. It also means Us¬ 
ing cheap fuel, as the best tractors 
should burn either kerosene or dis¬ 
tillate. and should consume less than 
two gallons an acre under ordinary 
conditions, as against feeding oats 
and hay at the present prices. Also 
the farmer must remember that his 
tractor is not costing him a cent 
when idle, or eating its head off all 
Winter, but when his work stops, his 
expense stops also. 

The question so often asked Is: "Is 
the tractor easy to handle?” Some 
tractors need an engineer to run 
them, and a half-acre lot to tqrn 
around in. but there are other trac¬ 
tors which only need the ordinary 
common sense necessary in running 
a motor car, and as a rule the track 
laying type can turn In a very small 
foot circle, which enables it to plow 
very close to a fence, or to the end of 
a field that you could not do with a 
team of horses. It would also apply 
to orchard work. Where short turns 
must be made, together with close 
plowing to trees.

New York, Jan. 31.—Not only is 
gasoline on the market now of poor 
grade, but ft varies In specific grav¬ 
ity and vaporization point from dis¬ 
trict to district and even from various 
stations in a city, according to tests 
which motor manufacturers have 
completed her*.- 

This wide variation in the quality 
of fuel is causing motor manufac¬ 
turers hnd car drivers much trouble 
as no standard carburetor setting is 
now possible. The low grade fuel 
makes starting difficult hnd causes 
many running troubles as vaporiza¬ 
tion is slow and uncertain. Gasoline 
of pre-war quality can now only be 
obtained St drug store prices. 

• Tests Provs Variation. 

From each section four different 
samples of gasoline we nr obtained 
ahd submitted to tests. The specific 
gravity test was applied to each gal¬ 
lon of gasoline, also the Beaume 


was a variation of 100 degrees In 
other words. 95 per cent of one gaso¬ 
line sample can be distilled and va¬ 
porized at approximately 340 degrees 
Fahrenheit, while other samples re¬ 
quire 440 degrees of heat before this 
can be accomplished. 

The tabulated figures show that it 
Is difficult to establish one car¬ 
buretor setting which will yield equal 
performance in all parts of the coun¬ 
try. The tests, however, have helped 
engineers to establish an average set¬ 
ting which efficiently meets the ab¬ 
normally uneven grades of gusoline 
on the market. In some sections of 
the country it was found that the 
samples vary widely. In one western 
section 95 per cent of a certain kind 
of gasoline was distilled at 338 de¬ 
grees. while another sample required 
386 degrees to accomplish the same 
result

How to Set Motor. 

The tests showed that there was a 
variation In the temperature at which 
the gasoline would boll, varying from 
115 degrees Fahrenheit up t#150 de 
grees. The “end point of distilla¬ 
tion,” or the temperature at which 95 
per cent or more of the gasoline is 
distilled or vapor&ted, varied even 
more greatly among different sam¬ 
ples.

Bridgeport, Conn.,. Jan. 31. — An¬ 
nouncement of the reorganization of 
the Locomobile Co. of America into 
a new company to be known as The 
Locomobile Co„ with an authorized 
capital of 300,000 shares of common , 
stock of no par value and $5,000,000 
of 7 per cent, preferred cumulative 
stock of $100 par value has been 
made.

Emerald fp**«n leaves, hand-made from satin, 
are set in three rows on the broad sleeves, and on 
the underside of the skirt drapery which is faced 
with blue chiffon. The round neck it plainly fin¬ 
ished and the graceful girdle is blue silk cord. 

An elaborately beautiful tel gown is made of 
mauve chiffon draped over flesh colored lace with 
a white thread design wrought in its mesh. On 
the underdress of flesh colored lace are set seal*- 
lops of charmeuse satin, hand-made from tiny 
folds. The flesh colored camisole bodice is also 
scalloped with coral charmeuse folda.

Ecclesiastical music reached its 
height of excellence about the year 
of Palestrina’s death—1694—and in 
the same decade modem opera may 
be said to have been born. In those 
far away days the apj^arance of 
women was forbade on the Roman | 
stage, and the feminine roles were as¬ 
signed to what were known as male 
sopranos. Incongruous enough, but 
the opera-supporting public in those, 
early times overlooked such absurdi¬ 
ties, and even approved the arrange¬ 
ments. The first male soprano was 
Loreta Vittort (1688-1670). a member 
of the Papal choir who also took part 
ln the Florentine opera representa- 
> tions. He waa a composer and a poet 


as well as a singer, and was famous 
in his time. Another male soprano o! 
the 17th century was Baldasarre 
Ferri (1610-1680). whose prbfenstonal 
career was one long succession of 
artistic triumphs. Then there was 
Gross!, famous for the beauty of hls 
voice and the noble expressiveness of 
his style. Grossl went to England, and 
for a time was a member of the choir 
of James II. (1687). He was a frequent 
visitor at the house of the great 
Pepys. In 1700 came the famous 
Francisco Pistocchi (1669-1796), who 
founded a school of singing In Ro- 
logna, which "turned out” many of 
the best singers of the day. and did 
, much to set the early standard of 
”bel canto.” His most celebrated 
pupil was Antonio Bernacchi (1690* 
1766), who gained the title of ’‘King 
of Singers." and was popular through¬ 
out Europe^ He made two visits te 
England, and todk part ln some of 
Handel’s operas. A contemporary of 
Bernaccbi’s was Seneslno (1680-1760), 
& very much admired singer. He was 
B especially well-known in England, 
„ where he, too, took part In a number 
t of roles in Handel’s works. Twenty 
ti years younger than Seneslno was 
- Caresttnl, considered by many to be 
f the very best singer of hls time. lAst- 
” ly. there was Carlo Broschi, known to 
:s fame as "FarinellL" bom in Naples in 
ir 1796, and trained by that great sing 
in ing master Niccolo Porpora (1686 
y 1766). 


To-day the trend of music study Is 
strongly toward appreciation. When 
properly taught music stands for as 
much mental development and gen¬ 
eral culture as any othdr subject in 
the curriculum, and should receive 
the same credits toward gradiiatlon 
from the local school, and as entrance 
requirements In colleges and universi¬ 
ties The time is fast approaching 
when the art of music as a subject 
for examination will be given full and 
due consideration.

If the X-ray is used air pockets and 
invisible cracks caused by strain in the process 
of cooling are instantly detected and the defective 
wheel abandoned. For such purposes an X-ray 
is used in the manner illusti Ued in figure 5. The 
X-ray tube, together with ootciting spark coil, 
batteries, etc., are placed in a portable carrying 
case, which can be placed behind the car wheel 
or other object. The fluoroacope, or in special 
places the X-ray plate In Its light proof holder, 
is placed before the car wheel or other object. A 
few seconds exposure to the X-ray gives a skia¬ 
graph or X-ray photograph on the plate, which 
is afterward developed and printed, or the image 
may be, and usually'is, examined on the negative 
itself, no print being made. Of course if the 
fiuoroscope is used for directly viewing the object 
under examination then the object is seen clearly 
at once and various parts of it examined by mov¬ 
ing the fiuoroscope over the surface. 

The by-results of the use of the X-ray are 
too many to be catalogued; it is used in the large 
diamond mines of South Africa, where diamond 
liners frequently have been known to swallow 
a particularly rich stone. Now as each miner at 
the end of a day’s work has to submit to an X-ray 
examination if he has introduced one into his 
body it is at once detected. See figure 8. 

X-ray therapy, which is shown in figure 10, 
ie carried out in the same way. It is shown in 
moving pictures and ia a branch of medical aci- 
enoe which promises wonderful results when it 
is put in general use. It will serve great ends, 
it is uid, in the treatment at cancer and vari¬ 
ous skin diseases. 


Why Are There Different 
Races of Men? 

A SSUMING that the various existing ricee 
of mankind are descended from a common 
stock, how are to be explained such strik¬ 
ing difference* aa those that distinguish, for ex¬ 
ample, the Chinaman from the Anglo-Saxon, and 
the Anglo-Saxon from the negro? Prof. Arthur 
Keith recently discussed this question in an ad¬ 
dress before the anthropological section of the 
British Association. 

He believes that the key to Ah is problem U to 
be found through studying the disturbances .—A 
disorders that occasionally the develop- 

ment and growth of the human body; especially 
those due to a functional de rang e m ent of one or 
more of the glands of internal secretion—the 
pituitary, thyroid, pineal, adrenal and other 
glanda. In some manner not yet understood the 
functions carried on in these glands regnlate not 
only the dimensions of the body, but also the 
'shape and size of each individual part. 

The racial features of the Mongolisn type are 
imitated by growing Europeans who are affected 
by deficiency disorders of the thyroid gland. The 
features of the negro can best be accounted for 
by the nature of the growth-regulating mechan¬ 
ism centred in the thyroid and suprarenal glanda 
European features are connected with a domi¬ 
nance in the functions of the pituitary. 

Scientists hope that a thorough study of 
the still very obscure subject of the so-called 
“ductless" glands will provide the means of 
regulating, to some extent, the future evolution 
of the human race. 


Weather INSTINCT of GROUND HOG 


Silk STOCKINGS from SPIDERS’ Webs 


Q UESTIONS about the ground hog as a 
weather prognosticator arise with each re¬ 
curring Feb. 2. 

Tfie marmot family, to which the ground hog 
belongs, lies dormant in winter, hibernating much 
like the bear and the bat At the approach of 
cold weather in the fall they curl up asleep at 
the bottom of their deep burrows. About the 
time of the usual mid-winter thaw the ground 
hog comes out By a peculiar instinct he is able 
to foretell the weather several weeks ahead. 
When his sagacity tells him that an early break¬ 
up is at hand he stays out When a storm period 
threatens he pops into his hole again and goes to 
sleep, not reappearing for weeks. 

The question which investigators must deter¬ 
mine is approximately the date of the mid-winter 
thaw. That determined, meteorologists could 


foretell the weather probabilities in a general 
way for the ensuing six weeks. • 

In times long gone by, when statistics wers 
not available, Feb. 2 was thought to be a fair 
average date for the breaking up of winter. As 
a matter of fact, It is sometimes earlier and again 
later than that data. A delve into folklore and 
mythology reveals Feb. 2, Candlemas, as the ac¬ 
cepted day. Hence these weather rhymes: 

If Candlemas be fair and clear 
There'll be two winters in the year. 

If Candlemas be fair and bright 
Winter will have another flight. 

If Candlemas be clouds and rain 
Winter will not return again. 

Such ideas have come down from a time be¬ 
yond memory. 


W HY should not our cemeteries be some¬ 
thing more than the mere resting places 
of our bones? The savage tribes of Bor¬ 
neo bury their dead with quite as much ceremony 
as that with which we escort the remains of those 
dearest to us to the grave. They erect sticks over 
these burial places, and they soon forget them, 
just as we do. 

Who has not hunted in vain through a great 
cemetery for some granite shaft that looks almost 
like scores of others, but which is precious be¬ 
cause it witnesses the spot where some earthly 
form loved when alive disappeared forever into 
the earth from which it came. Scattered in more 
or less orderly groups over a hillside lie these 
spots, each sacred to some one, each visited per¬ 
haps on birthdays or marriage days by. the living 
souls in whose memory the image that lies buried 
is slowly fading. 

The theories of descent and of the continuity 
of the germ plasm have brought the realization 
that the living descendants of the dead are im¬ 
perishable parts of them which go on living on 
this earth, and are an extension, a projection of 
tfte life which shone out through the eyes and 
found expression in the voices of forms which lie 
buried beneath'the cemetery sod. To know, to 
understand those who are Jiving, we must know 
about the dead who bore them. It is not only the 
very few distinguished members of a family who 
leave their mark upon their descendants; we are 
just as much influenced by those who live their 
lives quietly and having done nothing spectacu¬ 
lar. pass away without leaving any account of 
themselves in literature or art or business. 

“The growing conviction that we cannot un¬ 
derstand people unless we know their ancestry,” 
writes David and Marian Fairchild in The Jour¬ 
nal of Heredity, ‘Ms making it more and more 
necessary that the records of our ancestors be 
kept, but where? The most sacred spot appears 
to be that beneath which they are buried, but, 
<is the graveyard is organized today, this spot re¬ 
veal# nothing whatever—teaches nothing. Need 


this be so? Need our graveyards be, so far as 
teaching is concerned, as silent as the barbaric 
graveyards of the savage tribes? Can we not ar¬ 
range to have them instead storehouses of all 
possible information about the dead who are in 
them? 

“The Pharaohs of Egypt thought to live on 
into eternity, and day by day built their tombs 
more deeply into the solid rock, inscribing on the 
walls their deeds. They left accounts of them¬ 
selves which thousands of years later have been 
deciphered and have revealed their lives. What 
they did 5000 years ago, and for a different rea¬ 
son and at great expense, the poorest of us now 


might do, leaving our images in the silver of 
photographic prints, and accounts of what we did 
and who we were to guide mankind in its long 
studies of that great science of inheritance. What 
it required hundreds of slaves to accomplish in 
the days of the Pharaohs, the printing press and 
the camera can do for us all. 

“This record of life is made for many of us. 
but the accpunts are scattered after we are dead, 
and our graveyards, instead of being the places 
where our deeds are recorded and where those 
imperishable shadows, our photographs, may be 
aeon, arc cold, dreary, silent and speechless. 

“We cannot help feeling that those who con¬ 


trol our cemeteries have an opportunity here to 
exert a truly great influence for the betterment 
of our race. If they should gather for all who 
are buried in their confines all the data available 
at the time of the person’s death, including photo¬ 
graphs, and store this data as our libraries store 
books, having it in shape for easy display, would 
not such places become the centres of information 
regarding the stocks from which we came? A 
system of exchange could easily be worked out 
which would make it possible to trace the heredi¬ 
ty of all.

Some discussion took place at the 
meeting of the Saahich Works Com¬ 
mittee last evening on the queution 
of extraordinary traffic. 

Engineer Milne pointed out that 
some official, preferably the engin¬ 
eer, should be empowered "to pro¬ 
hibit” such traffic. so that any 
highway or portions thereof in pro¬ 
cess of being damaged could be 
brought under the Extraordinary 
Traffic Bylaw by a resolution of the 
Council specifically stating the name 
of the roads or portions. If the 
necessity arose for prosecution, the 
information should be laid by aiv 
authorised person, he' contended. 

Clerk Cowper maintained that the 
power could not be delegated to the 
engineer, and that the statute com¬ 
pelled the Council to deal with all 
such matters. 

After the Council had discussed the 
matter full*, and the difficulties 
which arise from administering a by¬ 
law where the baaic principle to de¬ 
termine Is laid down as the amount 
of damage caused to any road or por¬ 
tion "by th4 carriage or hauling of 
articles In any class of vehicles 
whether by animals or propelled 
power Irrespective of weight," argu¬ 
ment for a change prevailed. I 

The Council instructed officials to 
prepare a by-law to cover \he sug- | 
gestions made by the engineer. 

General Traffic. 

The Council approved a recom¬ 
mendation from the engineer to 
embody In the Streets By-Law the 
following principles for the protec -1 
tion of roads and streets: 

Limiting use of sleighs. 

Cleats or spikes on engines. 

Limitation of loads Having refer- 1 
ence to heavy loads such as boilers, 
castings In wagons or vehicles, the 
width of tires and wheel base being 
Insufficient to distribute the load.

Know Department's Wishes; 
Proposed Works 


On the motion of Councillor Dooley • 
the Saanich Council in Works Com- : 
mittee lest evening decided to write 
to the Public Works Department and 
ask when some action ^ould be taken 
with regard to the Gorge bridge. 

Lost year the Council sought a ! 
stated case as to the responsibility 
for repair, but no answer has yet been 
forthcoming. 

In addition to those applications 1 
already received for taking over por- • 
lions of the abandoned Victoria & 
Sidney Railway, a petition waa re¬ 
ceived from property owners to ac-, 
quire the right-of-way from Keating 
Cross Road to Stelly’k Cross Road. 
This petition will take the Bame 
course as others of a similar char-, 
acter. 

Action Dsfsrred. 

Matters referred to Estimates Com- 
hnittee included a vote of 16,125 for 
the re-grading of Richmond Road at 
MrfUnt Tolmie. an estimate sought by 
the Ward One Ratepayers 1 Associa¬ 
tion: and a plan to continue the policy 
of macadamizing trunk roads along-, 
side hard surface paving in order to 
provide for horse traffic. 

In the latter connection Councillor j 
Henderson expressed himself favor¬ 
able to both sides of the road being 
done, while Councillor Pirn thought 
one side of the road, particularly in 
the hille, could be done first. 

The engineer estimated the coat of 
the Richmond Road work as follows:! 
Excavation. $3,150; grading and 
ditching, $276; 'contingencies, $200; 
1,900 square yards of rock base and 
gravel surface with asphalt, $1,700; • 
total, $5,325. 1 

"In connection with this work 
gravel required on roads and streets 
could be hauled from this cut aud 
charged at the rate of twenty cents 
per cubic yard, which would be cred 
ited to the above estimate,” said Mr. 
Milne. i 

With regard $o the road strips for 
horse-drawn traffic Mr. Milne saiu: 

"The necessary work required isi 
the macadamizing of a seven-foot 
strip outside the hard puvement. uiej 
same grade of the pavement to. I** 1 
continued excepting that the last 
foot have a steeper grade to zorn. u 
ditch. There are portions of the 
Saanich Road in cut which, will re-1 
quire to be widened. 

"The undertaking of this work] 
means the construction of a fourteen-, 
foot macadam road and would cost! 
$5,000 per mile. L 

•The condition of these sides tsl 
a detriment to the under-drainage of 
the pavement, more especially on the 
slopes, and I would recommend that 
consideration be given to those por-; 
tions which require immediate atten¬ 
tion.” • 

Private Waterworks. 

The engineer had reported on the 
cost of taking over the Cadboro Buy 
waterworks from the Giant Powder, 
Company. At present Mr. Pember¬ 
ton pays the maintenance, it was 
stated, and only a few consumers used 
the water. Mr. Milne estimated a 

* cost of $1,000, and that it would re¬ 
quire thirty consumers to mane the 
project pay operating costs. 

It was stated there would be no dif¬ 
ficulty in securing that number of 
consumers In the district served by 
the plpd line. 

The matter was referred back to 

• the engineer, to report further.

Alderman 
Johns and Alderman Fullerton lined 
themselves up against Jitney prohi¬ 
bition. and Alderman Cameron 
strengthened the opposition by de¬ 
claring that the jitney problem was 
not sufficiently acute to justify dras¬ 
tic legislation. Indeed, so strong did 
the opposition become that the clause 
In the city's Private Bill which would 
give the city power to prohibit Jit¬ 
neys was endorsed only by a six to 
five majority. % 

Clause in Dispute. 

The clauses in the Private Bill 
which caused the split in the Connell 
are clauses 25 and 26. Clause 
25, which started the dispute, gives 
the city power to pass bylaws auth¬ 
orizing the inspection, regulation and 
governing of motor vehicles; defin¬ 
ing, prescribing, limiting or specify¬ 
ing the streets or routes that may be 
used by motor vehicles and provid¬ 
ing for penalties for infractfohs of 
the bylaws. 

No sooner had the Mayor read this ; 
clause than the opposition started its 
attack. 

“Goes Much Farther." 

“I agree with the contention of the 
Jitney Association that this Private 
Bill contains a clause which is a 
measure particularly aimed at the 
prohibition of jltneya There's no 
doubt about that in my mind and. 
though really aimed at the Jitney it 
really goes much further. '

the citizens of Victoria- Mr. Gilson,! 
President of the Jitney Association, 1 
told the Council that street cars were i 
rapidly becoming things of the past, I 
and also that Jitneys would not stand ! 
regulation. If this Is so, where are 
the citizens of Victoria going to be? j 
You remember how, when there was 
a strike on the car Bystem, the 
jitneys operating put their fares up 
immediately. People living In Oak 
Bay had to pay aa much as twenty- 
five cents a ride and in Esquimau 
as much as one dollar. If Jitneys 
cannot stand regulation the citizens 
are going to be In a pretty bad way." 

After pointing out that jitneys were 
irregular in their operation and often 
left a district without a transporta¬ 
tion service Alderman Dewar con¬ 
tinued: ‘it would like the city to own 
and operate its own system. If this 
were brought about. of course, the 
city would have to have power to 
regulate any competition. 

"Alderman Todd’s argument that 
every citizen has a right to a living 
is a poor one. Many street car con¬ 
ductors are walking the streets 
without work to-day because of the 
activities of Jltneya 

“I cannot see the reason for ob¬ 
jection to the city having power to 
regulate jltneya It doesn't mean 
that because the city has these 
powers It is going to exercise them." 

This remark was greeted with 
loud guffaws from the jitney men. 

Quid Pro Quo. 

"I would not be willing to elimin¬ 
ate Jltneya" Alderman Dewar con¬ 
tinued, “unless the a G Electric 
Railway Company was willing to 
grant concessions to the citizens to 
offset the elimination of that com¬ 
petition. The citizens of Vancouver 
recognized that it was good business 
to regulate jltneya" 

Payment of Percentages. 

Alderman Fullerton replied that In 
Vancouver the R. C. Electric Company 
paid the city heavy subsidies for the 
privilege of running cars on the 
streets. As a matter of fact, the al¬ 
dermen knew of no other city but Vic¬ 
toria that did not receive such sub¬ 
sidies. Any argument based on condi¬ 
tions In Vancouver, therefore, did not 
apply. 

The aldermen was at a loss to know 
where the clauses of the bill under 
discussion originated, and he thought 
| that the aldermen, had not realized in 
the first place their full significance. 
Personally he had had no Idea in the 
first place that they gave the city 
such drastic powers. 

“Where did these clauses come 
from," he demanded. “Did the B. C. 
Elctric Railway ask for them7" 

“No," the Mayor answered. 

“David Spencer has Just as much 
right to ask us to eliminate smaller 
stores competing with him as the B. 
C. Electric has to ask us for the elim¬ 
ination of Jitneys,” AldenAan Fuller¬ 
ton concluded.
